TOKYO (AP) — The Com-| 
munist retreat trail back to 
North Korea strewn with} 
buried and unburied bodies of 
an officially-estimated 25,000 
murdered men, women and.chil- 
dren in South Korea.

LONDON (CP) — London’s 
striking gas workers tonight de- 
ciced to go back to work Monday 
and end a wildcat stoppage which 
has cut off supplies to many 
areas for the last 21 days. 

The decision was taken at a 
mass meeting of about 1,400 
striking maintenance workers 
afier 10 of their leaders had been 
given one-month jail sentences.

The strike, involving 1,400 
men, ended its third: week today. 
Gas supplies to 2,000,000 resi- 
dents of North London have been 
cut off or seriously depleted by 
the walkout.

TOKYO (AP) — Beating 
down the strongest resistance 
yet encountered in North 
Korea, the Korean Republic’s 
3rd Division today seized 
Changjon, 60 air miles north 
of the 38th Parallel, 

(The B.U.P. meanwhile reported 
the Chinese Commiunist radio 
said foday that the Korean war 
“in its real sense has just begun.” 
It forecast a “drawn-out war of 
attrition perilous for foreign ag- 
gressors.”) 

U.S. Eighth Army headquarters 
estimated that a Red infantry di- 
vision and a company of Red 
Marines made a stand three miles 
south of that east coast town. 

AP. correspondent William 
Jorden, with the fast-moving Re- 
publican Division, said the town 
fell to the South Koreans after 
an all-day fight. His information 
evidently was several hours more 
recent than that at Eighth Army 
headquarters. 

Thirty-five miles south of this 
deepest penetration of North 
Korea, the Republican Capital Di- 
vision engaged a by-passed force 
of. about 1,200 Reds in the hills 
west of Hwangpo. 

The first notable show of Red 
defence came as a United Na- 
tions army of up to'175,000 troops 
was massing to yank down the 
Tron Curtain all along Parallel 38 
and wipe out Communist resist- 
ance in all of Xorea. 

The non-Korean allies, who 
have been kept south of the arti- 
ficial border, stood ready to cross 
and join South Koreans who have 
already pierced the curtain and 
probed 60 miles or more into the 
Communist-ruled northland. 

Gen. MacArthur's headquarters 
made it clear that all his forces 
are ready to go into North Korea 
as needed. 

Non-Korean troops had been 
held south of the 38th Parallel 
since the South Koreans stabbed 
across Sunday.

OLANS AND COLOR 

At the risk of offending the Scottish susceptibilities of my 
two newly-acquired readers, the bearded and aristocratic 

lady goats of Cobble Hill, named Argyll and Sterling, I am 

devoting this column to an interesting bit of news which has 

shaken Scottish clans to thelr very marrows. 

Especially as it comes at a time when clan sentiment has 
been aroused by the clarion call to them to assemble next year 
in Edinburgh, decked out in all their regalia, to emphasize the 
romantic side of Scotland as a prelude to the Festival of Britain. 


JOLT FROM JAMAICA 
BW BROADCASTING the invitation to “brither Scots” the 
world over to come “hame” next year, the Clan Robertson 
found. itself faced-with a “fly in the ointment.” It seems 
that a former chieftain of the clan in question many years ago 
left his homeland—as, oddly enough, so many other Scots have 
done, both before and since—in order to become a planter in 
the West Indies. 

Now along comes his grandson, Langton George Duncan 
Haldane Robertson, to claim the honor of being the 26th chief 
of the clan whose origin goes back to the 12th century. But 
while the office of the Lord Lyon King of Arms, who settles 
questions of kinsmanship, heraldry, etc., for clans as well as 
for the peerage, states that he is the hereditary chief, there 
is disputation in the dovecots of the dour, despite the Scottish 
flavor of his name. 


SCHOLAR AND OCTOROON 

FoR IT SEEMS that the claimant is an, octoroon—that is, he 
has an eighth of colored blood in his veins. And not even 

the fact that the 5l-year-old chieftain is a history master at 

Munro College, Kingston, Jamaica, and a Fellow of the Royal 

Statistical Society of London, can offset that damning fact in 

the eyes of some of his fellow clansmen. 

Last year, on the death of his father, he succeeded to the 
chieftainship and. announced his ihtention of returning to Seot- 
land. But there was so much hostility.to hig succession— 
there had been in the case of his father—that he cancelled his 
trip. And it looked as if the matter was closed. 


CLAIMS COLOR NO BAR 
[? WAS REVIVED again at the annual meeting of the Clan 

Robertson Society, which was formed two years ago as a 
non-sectarian, non-political organization for the fostering of 
clan sentiment. At this recent meeting, it was obvious that 
there. were differences of opinion on the matter of the 
Jamaican’s claim to the chieftainship. 

Dr. George Robertson vigorously went for the anti-Lang- 
ton crowd, attacking the suggestion of a color bar and assert- 
ing that all men are equal. He was supported by Major Ham- 
ish Robertson, who bluntly told the gathering: “We don’t care 
whether he is black, yellow, pink, purple or white, if he is a 
good clansman.” 

HEAD-LESS HORDE 
[N THE MEANTIME, there the matter rests, if uneasily, And 
it will be intriguing to see which side wins and whether the 
disputed chieftain will head the hordes of Robertsons and their 
ilk when they gather in the shade of Edinburgh Castle next 
year, or whether that horde will be head-less. Knowing little 
about cla precedent-.and. protocol, J] am not sure whether 
anyone else can be deputed to take the chieftain’s place, or 
whether the succession is on a par with the divine right of 
kings—which theory, incidentally, has also received many 4 
jolt in the last few decades. 
CAPE BRETON GAELIC 
ANOTHER CLAN which has run into a bit of bother is the 
** MacLean clan, to which I alluded in a column some months 
ago. It will be recalled that the chieftain, Sir Hector MacLean, 
sent out a call from his eyrie in the Isle of Mull, Scotland, call 
ing all clansmen to the Edinburgh gathering next year. In due 
course that call reached Nova Scotia, just about the time when 
that province was holding its annual Gaelic Mod—a cult for 
preserving the language, customs and lore of the Scottish 
Highlands. 

Anyone knowing anything of Nova Scotia knows that a 
far larger proportion of the people of Cape Breton speak 
Gaelic than of those who live in the Highlands of Scotland. So 
you can imagine the jolt they got to hear, from Sir Hector 
himself, that he “didn’t have the Gaelic” Coming from a chief- 
tain in the Isle of Mull that must sound like treason to Cape 
Bretoner traditionalists. ? 

After that, one can only hope that the various clansmen 
who converge upon the Scottish capital next year will at least 
wear their kilts—®r a tam-o’shanter or bit of plaid—if only 
to distinguish them from the unco’ Sassenachs.

Their main 
job these. days is to try to stretch their 
housekeeping allowance, not only to 
make ends meet, but to see that there is 
meat at least at one end. 

What to do about this steady increase 
im the cost of living is a difficult prob- 
lem. This newspaper argued some time 
ago that some form of contro] might be 
necessary if matters in the commodity 
field got out of hand. Well, rents, food 
and furniture apparently have become 
the bad boys. They are responsible for 


the rise in the economic barometer dur- 
ing the last month of the official tabula- 
tion. Take meat, for instance, those nice 
joints we ‘used to be able to buy for a 
Sollarare.now...two-dollar _.tid-hits—far 
beyond the purse of so many. 

Where is all this going to end? What 
is the cause of much of it? It will end 
in people with limited incomes doing 
without many of the commodities they 
used to buy, or turning to such substi- 
tutes as are calculated to give them the 
requisite mumber of calories to keep 
them in good health. (This, of course, 
has no relationship to the price of 
furniture or the cost of housing.) The 
cause of much of the rise, however, is 
the continuing demand for ever higher 
wages. 

That is a major consideration which 
the public of this country shculd bear in 
mind al] the time.

Missing Out On The Victory? 


By JOSEPH ALSOP, from Tokyo 


WHATEVER may be the final outcome, 

the delay in deciding what to do 

with: the Korean victory has already re- 

vealed a really shocking breakdown in 

American policy making. As long -as 

a week ago, the main North Korean 

armies were visibly disintegrating. Seoul 

fell om Wednesday; the last pockets of 

resistance were elimi- 

nated Thursday, and 

the liberation of the 

city was pompously 

celebrated on Friday. 

On Sunday General 

MacArthur published 

his surrender demand. 

And as this is written, 

the South Koreans 

have crossed the 38th 

Paralle] -in force, yet 

no one will admit they 

have been ordered to do so by the United 
Nations Supreme Commander. 

One of the first rules of war is that 
any victory must be relentlessly followed 
up, with all ,ossible speed and strength, 
in order to prevent the enemy from re- 
covering his balance. A more flagrant 
violation of this simple rule than the 
events of the past week, would be hard 
tc imagine. ; 

We should have been after the enemy 
like a hungry lynx. Instead we have be- 
haved more like a Cat in a bed of catnip. 
And the delay and indecision about cross- 
ing the 38th Parallel have created many 
neediess dangers. 

NO EXCUSE 

Moreover, there is no excusing. this 
indecision and delay on the ground that 
the Korean victory came unexpectedly. 
The plans for the Inchon landing were 
completed and fully communicated to the 
Joint Chief of Staff more than a month 
ago. The centraj principle was that the 
immensely risky landing operation, if 
successful, would immediately produce 
the results which we now see. 


Unless the U.S. State and Defence 
department policy makers simply re- 
garded the Inchon project as one of Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s minor eccentricities, 
they must have realized more ‘than a 
month ago that the great issue of the 
38th Parallel would probably confront 
them at about this time. MacArthur 
ought to have been instructed about the 
Paralle] even before the Inchon D-day. 

It is impossible to excuse a victorious 
army having to wait for many days to 
learn what to do with its victory. 


DANGEROUS POLICY 


It is hard not to suspect that this is 
another evidence of the Washington 
habit of putting off hard decisions, of 
waiting till the last minute to face un- 
pleasing facts, of making policy by guess 
and by God. Moreover, even after Korea 
has been tidied up, one way or another, 
this business of making policy by guess 
and by God will still be, incredibly 
dangerous. .No one at home seems to 
grasp the extraordinary peri] of the Far 
Eastern situation, of which Korea is only 
a part. 

All these facts, plus the desperate 
French attack on the Communist strong- 
hold, which has just been mounted, indi- 
cate the probability that the Korean 
crisis le going to.be succeeded by an 
Indo-Chinese crisis. 

It may well be that the line in Indo- 
China will] prove impossible to hold, un- 
less divisions as well as weapons are sent 
there. And there cah be no doubt what- 
ever that the loss -f Indo-China would be 
more disastrous, by every possible test, 
than the sacrifice of Korea. In these 
circumstances, it is downright spine- 
chilling to realize that our policy makers 
have not even been able to make up their 
minds soon enough, to get the full bene- 
fit of a Korean victory they must at 
least have hoped for.

Suddenly I realized the presiding 
priest (still before the Pope's arrival) 
was saying the Lord's Prayer in English, 
English voices could be heard all over 
the church. Then there were prayers or 
hymns in all the languages. 


ASSEMBLED SINGING 

About five minutes to six, came the 
assembled singing of the Credo. It was 
a greatly moving minute or two, and 
men and women cried. The volume of 
song was the greatest I have ever heard, 
but the cathedral could hold it all and 
still with calm and dignity. It was a 
scene of vast and deep worship. 

Suddenly a hundred chandeliers hang- 
ing a hundred feet or more turned a 
brilliant light on throng and building 
alike.’

IN NORTH KOREA (AP)—Here is what it is like above 
the 38th Parallel in North Korea:

roadway.

Korean soldiers limp past over 
the stones and ruts of the road 
they have trudged along for 
more than a fortnight from deep 
in South Korea. 

The stones have torn to tat- 
ters the rubber-soled shoes. of 
some soldiers, and they have .re- 
placed them with peasant slip- 
pers of rice straw. 

But they manage a sweat- 
stained grin as they pass. A bat- 
tered truck wheezes by—so de- 
crepit it seems held together 
only by the morale of the men 
in it. But troops jammed in it 
are singing, shouting and wav- 
ing smal] black-red-and-white 
flags of the Korean Republic. 

The marching troops look at 
the riders enviously, then turn 
their heads to the yellow road 
and break into the shuffling trot 
typica] of their infantry. 

Marching with them and 
shouldering part of their equip- 
ment are 20 or more boys less 
than 10 years old. They are

A dry soil needs a system of 
irrigation and the addition of 
humus.

Bobby Brown—a part-time ball 
player who often wonders 
whether he might be better off 
as a full-time doctor—was 
advancing today toward base- 
ball immortality as one of the 
all-time World Series hitters.

Came the series and he. was 
called on four times as a pinch 
hitter. All he did was whack 
out two doubles and a single in 
three official times at bat-—and 
walked the other time. That's 
a world series record for pinch 
hitters. 

Last year, as the Yanks clob- 
bered the Dodgers, he got six 
hits in 12 trips—and walked four 
times. That’s getting on base 
10 times in 16 attempts, not as 
good as his 1.000 average of 1947 
but still a pretty nifty .625 in 
the matter of reaching base, 
which is the prime objective in 
this game of rounders.

After getting to six hearts 
they would be doubled whereupon 
North would run to six no-trump. 

Actually, there is no reason 
why a good partnership should 
not reach six no-trump with the 
hand. As a starter North is al- 
most strong enough to open with 
two but should content himself 
with a bid of one in his longest 
suit. South’s response of one dia- 
mond is normal as is North's 
jump to, two hearts, 


As soon as he hears North’s 
two heart jump South intends ‘to 
reach a slam somewhere. He has 
two problems. One is to explore 
grand slam possibilities. The 
other is to find the best spot for 
the slam contract. Hence he 
merely bids three diamonds to 
confirm the fact that he has a 
good diamond suit. 

North’s three heart bid shows 
a five-card heart suit and implies 
a six-card club suit. With five in 
each suit North would --have 
opened with one heart. South 
bids four clubs as a temporizing 
bid, in order to see what North 
will do. North's bid of four hearts 
is a very fine tournament bid. He 
does not know that South has the 
ace of clubs and therefore he can 
not bid a slam, At the same time 
he shows that if no slam is to be 
bid_the hand will probably play 
all right in the higher-valued suit. 

South’s jump to five no-trump 
finally shows his strength. At the 
same time the bid denies the ace 
of spades. With the ace of spades 
in his hand South would simply 
have shown it by bidding four 
spades. 

Finally North’s bid of six no- 
trump is entirely logical. He 
knows South does not hold the 
ace of spades but must hold the 
queen for his five no-trump bid. 
Therefore North sees that no- 
trump Is as safe a contract as any 
ano he bids the slam there, where 
it will count most. Remember, 
honors don't count in duplicate.

ADVICE TO FAMILIES 


Psychological Crises 
New CBC Series Topic 


By GLENNE CURRIE

Canadian radio listeners will 
meet a soap-opera family with a 
difference Oct. 17. 

New program is “Life With 
the Robinsons"—series of 12 
dramatic episodes in the life of 
a typical family, produced on the 
CBC’s Dominion Network. 

Fundamental idea behind the 
series is to point up and discuss 
the emotional and psychological 
crises that develop from the 
slightly abnormal mental traits 
and processes that can be found 
in nearly all families, 

“Social significance” as a pro- 
gram label is something that 
often is viewed askance. But

Great Vacant Regions Draw* Envious 
Eyes Of Huge, Hungry Populations

SYDNEY (CP)—Thonghtful Australians always have been 


concerned about the empty. spaces in the northivest. 


This 


vulnerable, uninhabited land is a national danger- area. 


A report has been presented to 
the Commonwealth government 
which gives grounds for even 
greater anxiety. 

The report states huge poten- 
tial rice fields lie in that area. It 
was by W. Poggendorff, 
chief of the division of plant 
industry. in. the..department ..of 
commerce. 


Australia’s Oriental neighbors, 
urgently needing more living 
space for their over-populated 
territories, have long cast envious 
eyes on the Northern Territory. 
They will now be able to point 
to an official Australian report, 
saying the Commonwealth has 
the very land they so urgently 
need to grow their staple food— 
rice, 

These hundreds of thousands 
of acres of potential rice-growing 
land are at present lying idle. 
At best, they are used as occas- 
fonal pastures for wandering 
herds. The reaction of Australia’s 
neighbor is not hard to predict. 

The chairman of the ‘Rice 
Equalization Association, A. E. 
Symons, says that “before the 
war there was an_ exportable 
surplus of rice amounting to 
6,500,000 tons, most, of which 
came from Burma, Siam and 
Indo-China. Today this supply 
has dwindled to less than 1,500,- 
000 tons, and is still dwindling 
because of the turmoil in those 
countries.” 

DISRUPTED BY REDS 

These great rice-exporting 
countries have been disrupted by 
Communist infiltration, on top 
of the damage done to_ their 
paddy fields by thé Japanexe. 
Their embankments were broken, 
their water buffalo killed, and 
their fields allowed to grow over 
with weeds.

As soon as 10,000 acres are 
under crop, the Australian rice 
industry is prepared to erect a 
mill: With the resultant growth 
of a township around the mill 
and increased utilization of the 
land, the Commonwealth hopes 
to avoid censure and pressure 
from the crowded countries of 
southeast Asia. .

LAKE SUCCESS (AP)—The United Nations political com- 


mittee overwhelmingly approv 


ed today an eight-power plan 


for uniting and rebuilding Korea under a stronger U.N. 


commission, 

The committee vote was 47 to 
5 (Soviet bloc) after the Eastern 
leaders had rejected efforts for 
a compromise with an opposing 
Russian-bloc plan. 

The committee thus gave tacit 
approval for U.N. forces to cross 


the 38th Parallel dividing North | 


and South Korea to put down 
North Korean aggression. 

The vote came after para- 
graph-by-paragraph votes in the 
committee. The committee then 
turned to the Soviet-bloc propo- 
sal, with the Russians demand- 
ing a roll-cal] vote by paragraphs 
on a long resolution.

It's # little monotonous tis- 
tening to a Grade Sixer stumble 
through spelling lists. It’s a little 
aggravating hearing a child go 
through pages of oral reading.

Somehow or other, a parent 
just. doesn’t seem to ‘recapture 
the best days of his life around 
the cleared dinner table where 
the kids do their homework. It’s 
strange. Here are the materials 
that made school, the very things 
that occupied him as a child five 
hours a day, five days a week, 
yet they strike no spark of in- 
spiration. 


FOR HIS OWN peace of mind, 
a parent shouldn't get too close 
to school work again. He ought 
to survey it benigniy from an 
easy chair. It’s so much more 
satisfying to glance up from a 
newspaper or a book and watch, 
With fond eyes, as junior ghaws 
the end of a pencil trying to 
find the next word or, sentence 
for his composition—just like a 
eolumnist filling out his space. 

It’s so much easier to smile at 
a daughter, tangled in her sums 
and tell her to “work it out_your- 
self, sis. You wouldn't learn 
how to do it if I did it for you.” 
It takes far less effort to in- 
struct a youngster. to write out 
a spelling list, rather-than say 
it out. loud—less.effort.for the 
parent, that is. 

Of course the modern father 
and mother realize they have a 
part to play in education—good 
old home and school, where 
everyone works to assist the 
child to the attainment of skills 
and social adjustment. 


T'S A SLIGHTLY one-sided 
deal, though. Parents don't often 
object when schools give the 
kind of teaching that used to be 
given at home. “Effective Liv- 
ing” Is aimed, in part, at that. 
But why should teachers foist 
off school work, as homework, 
on parents? That isn’t what a 
man pays taxes for. 

Parents can be much happier 
if they just skirt around the 
issue. The practice is to pick 
up the small fry’s books, leaf 
through them and burble out 
harmless little remarks: “My, 
my, aren’t these interesting? We 
never had books like these. Why, 
it would be a pleasure to study 
them. Look at the pictures.”

YOUR BABY 
AND MINE 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED |

The diaper care of a young | 
baby should be organized so as 
to make it easy for the mother 
to provide plenty of fresh, clean 
diapers for his frequent needs. 

Everyone has a favorite type 
of diaper for babies, and I am 
no exception. Having used all 
types I am partial to the thin- 
type diaper for everyday wear, 
though the thick knitted type is 
excellent for special occasions. | 
Thin diapers are easier to keep | 
free of stains and 
properly afford ample protec- 
tion. For the girl baby the thick 
folds should come in the back | 
and for the baby boy in the 
front. 

The next necessity is to have 
plenty of them. They have a 
dozen uses and on days when 
baby is ill, or when there is some 
emergency, a baby can use two 
or three dozen in a day. Four 
dozen is an absolute necessity 
and six is even better. They will 
be in use for at least 18 months | 
or more. 

To prevent having to run up | 
and downstairs in a two-story 
house, keep a pile of diapers 
(and even a diaper pail) both up 
and downstairs. Keep water in 
the pail] and add one-half cup of 
vinegar tc this water. Shake - ll 
soiled diapers vigorously in the 
toilet first and then put them, 
along with the wet ones, in the 
pail of vinegar water. Diapers 
can be washed every day or 
every other day, and each time 
the diapers are washed rinse out 
the pail, scald it and refill with 
clean water and more vinegar. 

Wash diapers with good soap 
suds (mild, not harsh, soaps or 
washing powders, which may 
effect the baby’s tender skin), 
and rinse through at least two 
waters. Hang out of doors to 
dry whenever possible as the 
wind and sun make them sweet 
smelling and soft. "

New ‘Phone Rates 
‘ffective October 6 


A new schedule of rates forthe British Columbia 
Telephone Company, supplanting the rates 
authorized in an interim order, has been 
approved by the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners for Canada in a written judgment. The 
new rates will be effective October 6. 


In June, 1949, the Company applied to the 
Board for new rates to meet increased costs. 
Pending a final decision, the Board gave some 
relief to the Company in May, 1950, by way of 
an interim order which approved a new scale of 
rates. These were put in effect, pending the 
final decision of the Board. 


Now the Board has delivered its written judg- 
ment which authorizes some further rate 
changes. These will be effective October 6. 


To prevent any misunderstanding, we wish to 
stress that the written judgment of the Board 
was not in response to any fresh application by 
the Company, but was merely the Board's final 
answer to the Company's application made in 
June, 1949. ‘ 


The latest rates authorized are still less than 
those requested by the Company. In the mean- 
time costs have continued to rise. 


Telephone Bills Dated October 6 ér Later 
Will Be Based on New Rates 
Telephone bills dated October 6 or later will be 
based on the new rates. Because the billing 
dates vary with the different exchanges, tele- 
phone bills will contain an adjustment between 
the old rates and the new for the period from 


October 6 to the billing date, with the exception 


of those dated October 6. In such cases, details 
will be shown on a statement enclosed with the 
bill. Because of this adjustment, the total 
rental charges on the first bill may be greater 
than on later bills.

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ALBERTA OIL REPORT 
Manning Opens First 
Stage Of Pipeline 


EDMONTON (CP) — Alberta 
oll -is flowing east to Regina 
following the official opening 
Wednesday of the $90,000,000 
interprovincial pipeline. 

A vital factor in Canada’s drive 
toward self-sufficiency in petrol- 
eum products, the line eventually 
will carry oil 1,127 miles to 
Superior, Wis., fer tanker ship- 
ment through the Great Lakes 
to eastern markets. 

The pipeline was officially 
opened when. Premier E. C. Man- 
ning ‘of Alberta spun a big valve 
wheel at the pumping station 
four miles south of Edmonton. 
The big storage tanks there are 
fed by a 30-mile line from the 
Redwater oilfield, Canada’s 
largest. 

Also attending the ceremony, 
Federal Trade Minister C. D. 
Howe described the silent under- 
ground transportation system as 
“an essential factor in the pre

Mr. Howe said it would “stop 
a drain on our economy of at 
least $150,000,000 a year, now 
being spent for foreign crude.” 

Traveling at the rate of about 
17 miles a day, the oil is expected 
to reach Regina refineries by 
Nov. 1. When it arrives there, 
the pipeline will hold 840,000 
barrels of oil worth about 
$2,419,200. 

“PIG” PRECEDES OIL 

Preceding the oil in its Journey 
three feet under the ‘prairie is a 
“pig,” a 350-pound metal-and- 
rubber cyclinder which clears 
refuse and air pockets as it is 
forced along by the steady flow 
of petroleum. 

Canada’s first major crude-oil 
line began operation just six 
months after construction started 
last spring. It is laid under two 
rivers and across property of 
2,100 landowners, In many places, 
farming operations are  con- 
ducted over the sprawling giant. 

It will replace some 800 rail- 
way tank cars that have been 
used to move oil between Edmon- 
ton and Regina, Pipeline ship- 
ping rates will be about one-third 
of railway rates.

Archeologists Hunting In Turkey

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For Ancient King Midas Tomb 


ANKARA, Turkey (Reuter)— 
A team of American archeologists 
working 100 miles south of here 
hopes to find the tomb of King 
Midas, the legendary Phrygian 
ruler with “the golden touch.” 

Professor Rodney Young of 
Pennsylvania University and the 
group working with him hope to 
complete the excavations next 
year. They are working at 
Gordion. From the tenth to the 
seventh century B.C. the capital 
of Phrygia stood on this site. 

Legend has it that Macchus, 
god of wine and general revelry, 
gave Midas the power that every- 
thing he touched would turn to 
gold. The gift backfired on the 
avaricious old king, however. 
Bathing was made fifficuit, if 
not impossible, and tragedy re- 
sulted when Midas touched his 
daughter—turning her into a 
little gold statue. ,

And there, I urge upon you, is where the erusade must 
begin—in our own devoted lives. Back to devotion, back to 
our knees, and the crusade is already started. 


Just as the active Christian has 
both duties and opportunities in 
his: private life and: in.-his home 
community, so he has a part to 
play on the national ‘scene. 

A role in national affairs, how- 
ever humble or obscure an active 

Christian may 
be, can be con- 
tinuous, unin- 
terrupted, and 
effective. 
This state. 
ment means, 
to begin with, 
that we must 
be interested 
in national 
affairs and try 
Oursier to understand 
them. So again 
I remind you of the need to keep 
yourself informed. 


It means knowing not. only 
your city and state representa- 
tives, but also the names of your 
national sepresentatives. Theo- 
retically, at least, they are your 
servants. You pay their salaries. 
The méney for their pay comes 
from the ‘taxes which you pay. 
Certainly your. wishes should 
concern them—and your objec 
tions, your indignation, your 
praise. 


If we write them frequently, 
they may feel inclined to con- 
sider us a nuisance, and say we 
bother them too much—but what 
will we Christians bother them 
about except the issues which 
threaten a Christian civilization? 
On such items we ought to bother 
them—morning, noon, and night! 


If enough voters in their dis- 
tricts do bother them, they will 
take heed. For in their whim- 
sical moments they will admit to 
you that the first duty of an 
office-holder is to be re-elected; 
otherwise he will no longer be} 
an office-holder. | 

What are the aspects of na-| 
tional affairs of greatest concern | 
to active Christians? 

First, ‘foremost, basic, is the | 
need for simple, old-fashioned | 
honesty in the thinking and act- 
ing of public officials. I do not 
mean merely to be on our guard 
against their misappropriation of | 
our money. Theft is a crime that | 
can be punished. I refer speci- 
fically to dishonesty of the | 
intellect, by which some poli 


ticlans whitewasn a black thing 
and ‘call it pure; the depravity 
of. the sense of. public obligation 
that makes some of them hide 
the ~truth;~or~distort-it;- goads 
them to offer false promises, 
when they know it is impossible 
to keep them, and all such cheap- 
jack imposture born in the un- 
democratic conviction of some 
politicians that the people are 
fools. 


For such tricksters, living or 
dead, there should be no excuses. 
To deceive the voters, to betray 
the people may not be a crime, 
but it is a sin and as such is 
never to be condoned by the 
active Christian. He must add 
his strength to all other forces 
for good in standing for old 
fashioned incorruptibility and 
those ancient, Christian ideals of 
personal honor which must 
again be the mark and sign of 
American statesmen. 

So we must condemn, by voice 
and letter; all deceit practiced 
against us. We must make 
these servants of ours tell us 
the truth or we must get rid of 
them. We must make them 
keep their promises: or we must 
fire them. 

It is because the people have 
been lenient and lackadaisical in 
the face of official intellectual 
corruption . that they have so 
often been bamboozled and be- 
trayed. We who voted such men 
into office have been remiss in 
our Christian duty, especially 
when we shrugged our shoulders 
and asked: “What else do you 
expect—in politics?” We must 
expect and demand a great deal 
more, and not resort to any easy, 
comfortable brush-off. 

Democracy 4s on trial, totali- 
tarianism, with its atheism and 
power cruelty, is just around the 
corner—and there is no longer 
time or place in our world for 
a gomfortable Christian. 

We active Christians will: be 
especially vigilant about attacks 
on religion. In all the courts 
today the atheists are busy 
sniping at the believers in God. 
Raising the cry of constitutional 
rights, they really want to 
destroy the mother of all rights, 
the freedom of religion. Some 
are sincere fanatics, hating God; 
sfill others are the agents of 
that Red -Fascism_ which calls 
itself Communism. 


3x VACUUM PACKED 


We will keep ourselves well 
informed about all this, very 
busy in our New Crusade. In 
doing so we will remember that 
freedom of religion means free- 
dom from molestation in the 
exercise of our religious free 
dom, and freedém from insult. 
We will view with suspicion the 
activities in the democratic pro- 
cess of men who traduce Christ's 
holy name and tell the Son of 
God to get out of the way to 
make room for Stalin... 


BUT NO HATRED 

When national conferences are 
addressed by men who hold such 
sacrilegious views as that, we 
must be on the alert for the 
deliberations, resolutions, and 
recommendations of the leaders 
who sponsor such speakers. And 
we must make our revulsion felt 
to them—and to those who sup- 
port them. 

Tt is not an easy task to be a 
good citizen in a democracy. The 
job calls for a study of issues 
and of men, for alertness in 
national affairs, for Christian 
charity in the face of active and 
skilled anti-religious activities, 
and for even more. Christian 
charity and forbearance toward 
the enemies of our way of life. 

Yet it is precisely in that 
charity that we have victory 
over evil. To fail in that is to 
put overpowering weapons in the 
hands of enemies. “Look,” 
they will cry, “these hypocritical 
People are just as bad as we 
are. They pretend to renounce 
hate, and yet see how ‘they 
hate us.” 

We must not hand them such 
a triumph. Instead, we shall il- 
lustrate our principles by apply- 
ing them in every encounter. 

In this broad spirit of Christian 
sympathy we must, nevertheless, 
be active in opposition to all 
moves, all schemes to bring about 
the tyranny of Red totalitarian- 
ism, or any other form of 
tyranny. We must give our 
strength to protest movements 
against the furtherance of totali- 
tarianism, Fascist or Communist, 
anywhere in this land, whether 
in the bureaucracy of administra- 
tive government or in the offices | 


| of lobbyists. 


Ours can never. be,.except .ac- 
cidentally, the view of one party 
against another; ours is a pure 
Christian point of view, needed 
no matter what group is in 
power. In this cause we write 
letters and telegrams, sign peti- 
tions and let our views be known. 

I urge you all to be active in 
the New Crusade — not to see 
things under the bed, of course, 
but not to be taken in by the 
forces of Evil which today are 
fighting a life-and-death battle to 
take our religious freedom from 
us—in the name of democracy.

Fishermen On 
Grand Banks 


S. JOHN’S, Nfid. (CP)—New- 
foundland fishermen on the 
Grand Banks don't bother star- 
gazing any more. Instead they 
spend the nights counting the 
lights of other vessels on the 
overcrowded fishing grounds. 

Skippers arriving in port say 
the banks have been invaded by 
a large number of French, Portu 
gese and Spanish fishing vessels. 
They range in size from tiny 58 
ton Spanish trawlers to 1,000-ton 
“liners,” as the Newfoundlanders 
call the big ones. The skipper of 
the Newfoundland vessel Blue 
Spray reported recently counting 
the lights of 38 ships one night. 

Spain leads the parade of for- 
eign vessels, and most of the 
Spanish vessels are new, They. 
are small trawlers each carrying 
a crew of 15 or 16 men. They fish 
in pairs, towing a net between 
them which enables them to 
sweep a half-mile of ocean at one 
time. 


Since the start of the fishing 
this year 65 Spanish vessels have 
called here for supplies and re- 
pairs. Most of them are salt 
fishing. At present 17 Portugese 
| vessels are on the banks off New 
foundland, with another 46 from 
that country operating off Green- 
land. 

From Fecamp, St. Malo and 
Bordeaux in France 48 vessels, 
15. of them after fresh fish, vis- 
| ited the banks this season.

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In North Korea 
Mounts Grimly 


Minimum Estimate 
So Far, 25,000 


TOKYO. (AP) — The Com- 
munist retreat trail back to 
North Korea is strewn with 
buried and unburied bodies of 
an officially-estimated 25,000 
murdered men, women and ehil- 
dren in South Korea. 

Where they could, the. Reds 
covered the evidence of horrible 
brutalities with earthen entrench- 
ments. In haste of retreat, they 
left many bodies in exposed 
mounds at some places. 

Some of the victims were U.S. 
soldiers taken prisoner by the 
Communist army, but the total of 
these is not known. 

American officers say the over- 
all 25,000 figure is only a mini- 
mum estimate. The tragic total 
may run much higher. 

South Koreans say most of the 
vietims were bludgeoned, speared, 
burned or hacked with hatchets 
for opposing Communism. 

Mass graves, large and. small, 
are being turned up in city, town, 
village and hamlet along 
bloody retreat route. 

Many graves have not yet been 
opened by American officers 
probing the mass murders.

DiMaggio was first man up in 
the first extra inning World 
Series game since 1946, when the 
Boston Red Sox defeated the St. 
Louis Cardinals 3 to 2 in 10 in- 
nings. He. powdered Roberts’ 
fourth pitch after taking two 
balls and a called strike. 

It was DiMaggio’s seventh 
World Series home run and the 
first homer hit by either side in 
the 1950 series. 

It was a heart-breaking defeat 
for the Phillies. They had numer- 
ous chances but always lacked 
the hit needed in the clutch. 

Even after DiMaggio’s blow, 
they gave Reynolds a battle in 
their half of the 10th.
